ter Aqueduct. 
There was one catch. The vil­ 
lage would only adopt the plan 
if at least 80 per cent of the 
costs were funded by the state 
or federal governments. 
By 
defeating 
the 
proposal, 
however, voters have denied of­ 
ficials the chance to even ap 
ply for those funds. 
Trustee Arthur Mulligan, who 
is also serving as acting m ay or 
in the absence of May or Carl 


Grassi, told The F reem an to­ 
day . “ I think the people didn't 
realize exactly what they were 
voting 
for.” 
He 
agreed 
that 
many 
voters 
were 
probably 
afraid that the village might 
end up pay ing all of the costs 
(more than $1 million) or at 
least more than 20 per cent. 
Even 
so. 
Mulligan 
said 
he 
w asn't really surprised that the 
proposal was turned down. 
“I 
don't think we did a good job 
of selling the w ater improve­ 
ment program .” he said. 


Originally , 
the 
village 
had 
planned to pay for 50 per cent 
of the $1.1 million project. 
It 
was believed that they 
would 
not have experienced too much 
difficulty 
in 
getting 
half 
the 
project funded by Washington 
and Albany . 
But village offi­ 
cials later decided that 
they 
couldn't afford even $550,000 for 
w ater 
improvements, 
so they 
resolved to undertake the project 
only if at least 80 per cent w as 
funded by outside sources. 
If that 80 per cent funding 


had hcen forthcoming, the vil­ 
lage would have had to pay 
some $?20 C00. 
The plan called for the village 
to tie into the aqueduct, which 
runs from the Ashokan Reser­ 
voir to New York City , and to 
purchase its water directly from 
the city . Complete renovation of 
the water distribution sy stem 
would also have been under 
taken. 
An ilternate plan was to com 
pletelv revam p the village water 


sy stem, but to continue to draw 
on its own supply , which it is 
doing now. 
Mulligan said that the pro­ 
posal 
favored 
by the Village 
Trustees would have resulted in 
a * much better quality w ater.” 
\nd, he added, since the Asho 
kan Reservoir is at a higher 
elevation than 
the 
village,

Now Mulligan inaieatcu that

The 
controversial proposal was re­ 
jetted hy a 148 50 vote. 
But Mulligan was surprised,

Marvin, and then setting the 
structure afire on Tuesday . 
Dean Pappas of 30 11 Guilford 
Avenue. Baltimore was arrested 
Tuesday night on the Taconic 
State Parkw ay in the Town of 
Rhinebeck. some six hours alter 
police authorities launched an 
investigation into the origin of 
the suspicious fire. 
Pappas was turned over to the 
Kingston 
state 
police 
and 
arraigned 
before 
Town 
of 
K i n g s t o n 
Justice 
Robert 
Ferrigan. He was charged with 
second 
degree 
arson, 
third 
degree 
burglary 
and 
first 
degree criminal 
possession of 
stolen property . 
Pappas was com m itted to the 
U lster County Jail in lieu of 
$50.000 bail. He is scheduled for 
a prelim inary hearing tonight. 
State police said P appas is 
an instructor at a com munity 
college in Baltimore, and was 
apparently in Woodstock for the 
sum m er.

Search officials Tu esday , say ­

again appealed for ex perienced 
woodsmen to come to remote 
Newcomb to aid in the search. 
Officials also planned to send 
team s of bloodhou nds back to 
an area sou th of the v illage of 
Lake Placid. 15 miles north of 
the main search area, to pu r­ 


su e scents the dogs hav e been 
following for three day s. 
Three dog team s were pu lled 
ou t of the woods Tu esday night 
after chasing the scent, whicn 
had been picked u p along the 
Northv ille - Placid Trail in the 
High Peaks region of the Ad 
irondacks. 
Two of the team s were sent 


in at opposite ends of the trail. 
A 
third 
pu rsu ed 
the 
scent 
from the end of the trail down 
a pav ed road, arou nd the ou t­ 
skirts of the v illage of Lake 
Placid and then sou th, ou t of the 
v illage, along a state highway .

line u p help to serv e dinner, 
issu ed an appeal for more ex ­ 


perienced searchers and called 
10 himself, m ade two trips to 
the high school to tax i police, 
and pitched in to help make 
peanu t bu tter and jelly sand­ 
wiches. 
Newcomb is not an Adiron 
dack resort town like its neigh­ 
bors, Long Lake, Lake Placid, 
Saranac Lake, and Indian Lake. 
Its y ear-rou nd residents are al­ 
most all families who m ake a 
slim liv ing hoping tou rists pass­ 
ing throu gh will stop at a local 
gas station, a ham bu rger stand 
and the one local sou v enir shop 
and bar. 
The only time Newcomb ev er 
got on the m ap was in 1901. 
Ju st a mile down the road The­ 
odore Roosev elt becam e presi-

dent when the assassinated Wil 
liam McKinley died in Bu ffalo. 
Roosev elt was en rou te to a 
train station from his Adiron­ 
dack

Newcomb is the kind of ru ral 
mou ntain area of u pstate New 
York where the older men wear 
rev olv ers on their hips when 
they go into the woods. Most of 
them hav en't shav ed for sev eral 
day s since they took off from 
work to join the search.

road," which often means 20 to 
30 miles, at a paper company , 
a chemical plant or at a saw­ 
mill.
